MohI of us are slowly eoming arounil to that 
view. The more we think of it, the more absurd 
it seems that our eostly eilueational plant! should 
be idle about one-third of the year, and not work- 
ing to capacity at any time. Of course, it isn't any 
use keeping children cooped up for a longer time 
than they sustain their interest and attention. 
That is a matter for sensible adjustment In tech- 
nical or manual work pupils can apply themselves 
longer without mental weariness than in mere 
, book work. 

There isn't much dottbl that any but very 
young children could be profitably occupied, by 
proper alternation work, for say seven hours a 
day. And children of all ages could be profitably 
occupied for a far greater number of weeks in I he- 
year than they are now. 

It would be a boon to overburdened mothers to 
cut short the summer vacations. And a wise fill- 
ing up of the child's time would mean a gain of 
perhaps two years in its period of preparation for 
the work of life; or better still, two years' work 
added to the present preparation, without taking 
y any more time or any more of the child's strength.

The burglar prefers to operate 
along the line of least resistance, and the same is 
true of the covetous and arrogant nation, ami just 
now the minimum of resistance for a ureal country 
seems to be the unpleasantly distinguishing fea- 
ture of the United States.

Gossip From the National Capital — 
European Diplomat* Outwit Uncle 
Sam— Newt and Vlewr In

Washington, January .til— Many 
yours of effort to lay the foundation of 
a system which will give the l intel 
States an adequate supply of men train 
ed for the diplomatic service are being 
rewarded. The provision for grades in 
the consular service and among tlie 
minor ollicers of the diplomatic service 
will remove from politics many posts 
that tune been exposed to the degen 
crating inlluence of the spoils system. 

I'mb-r the new arrangement an official 
may be transferred from any station in 
one grade to another station in the same 
grade without the formality of the Sen- 
ale's approval. The continuation of the 
Senate still is necessary when any otli 
< inl is raised or lowered a grade. 

fifth elass secretaries also are pro 
vidod. They are to form the student 
body from which they will be promoted 
to the more important grades. 

The ('lilted States has been at a great 
disadvantage during its entire history 
due to the scarcity of trained diplomats. 
In nearly every other country diplomaev 
i« a career. \ oung men enter the diplo 
matte service with the intention of mak 
ing it their life's work, just as men 
here select law or medicine as their 
professions. Thus ambassadors ami mill 
isters are selected from the ranks of 
men who have studied the work for 
years and who have been in the thick 
ft! actual diplomatic experience from 
early manhood.

Legislation in aftraral instances i- nil 

to have been effected by the activities 
oi trade organizations to the extent that 
Unfair advantages have been given. 

It is certain that the Ametiean poo 
pie tiro as ready to resent a labor mo 
I'opoly as a monopoly on the part of 
capital. There is talk of a labor com- 
mission, which will have the same su 
ptyrvUiOB over labor unions as the Fed 
eral trade commission will have over 
capital or the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has over railroads. 

It is with lio feeling of unfrieiidli 
lcss that Congress is prepnring to np 
proaeh the question of reguluting the 
great labor organizations. It is ree 
ognized that organized labor is a move 
ment which is still in its infancy and 
that some mistakes in policy arc inev 
itnble. It is to correct some of these 
mistakes and to avoid others that some 
sort of Federal regulation is proposed. 

That the wounds resulting from Ifefl 
Civil war have almost healed is cvi 
deneatj by the efforts being made In 
DaiftB. veterans to seeuro Federal aid 
lor Confederate soldiers. Senator 
Works of California, who fought in the 
Ualoa army, has introduced a bill in 
the Senate popularly styled the "Blue 
and Cray bill." It provides that the 
10,000,000 soldiers' home at Johnson 
Citv, Tenn., be turned over to Coufed 
erate veterans. Iu recent years death 
has cut such a wide swath in the ranks 
of the Ualfta veterans that several of 
tho government homes are only hulf 
filled. It is pro|>osed Ui move the Union 
vetearns now at Johuson City to some 
other homo and turn over this magnifi 
rent institution to tho surviving soldiers 
of the south. 

Ceneral Albert Estopinal, who repre 
sents a Louisiana district in the House 
of Representatives and who is a veteran 
of tho Confederate army, has introduced 
the "Blue and liray bill' Li the House. 
While there is little prospect of gotting 
action on the bill at this session, it i* 
believed that it will be shown that pub 
lie opinion favors the measure.
